25 WAS MADE; AND

2 (A) AN INDIVIDUAL MAY NOT POSSESS A KEY TO THE MOTOR VEHICLE OF
3 ANOTHER WITH THE INTENT TO USE THE KEY TO VIOLATE § 7-105(B) OF THE

5 (B) AN INDIVIDUAL MAY NOT ATTEMPT TO DUPLICATE A KEY TOA MOTOR
6 VEHICLE WITHOUT PERMISSION FROM THE OWNER OR LAWFUL POSSESSOR OF THE

7 MOTOR VEHICLE.

8 © AN INDIVIDUAL WHO IS CONVICTED OF A VIOLATION OF ANY OF THE
9 PROVISIONS OF THIS SECTION ISSUBJECT TO A FINE OF NOT MORE THAN $1,000 OR
10 IMPRISONMENT FOR NOT MORE THAN 1 YEAR OR BOTH.

11 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect
12 October 1, 2004.
